BUDAPEST, Oct. 16 (AP). —Re-

Bulgarian Communist sympathiz- 
ers in Sofia, where the reports orig- 
inated, said President Ismet Inonu 
of Turkey was expected to an- 
nounce the pact to the National As- 
sembly in Ankara Nov. 1.

British Envoy Sees Boris. 
The British Minister to Sofia, 
George W. Rendell, was. received 
late yesterday by King Boris after 
an interview with Premier Bogdah 
Philoff, who also is acting Foreign 
Minister, but the topic of the talks 
was not disclosed. 
Today Rendell left for Istanbul 
to confer with Sir Hughe M., 
Knatchbull-Hugessen, British Am- 
bassador to Turkey. The confer- 
ence was regarded by diplomatic 
observers as likely to be closely 
identified with future Turkish-Rus- 
sian relations—in which Turkey 
still would carry a British guaran- 
tee. 

Government officials in Sofia dis- 
claimed knowledge to the Turkish- 
Russian negotiations, but ex- 
pressed hope that‘in the troubled 
situation Bulgaria might “maitain 
friendly relations with all Powers.”

What Men of Draft Age Must Do 
After They Finish Registration) 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 16 (AP).— 
For possibly 5,000,000 young men, 
draft registration today means the 
beginning of 10 to 15 years of obli- 
gation for military service. 

The 11 questions being asked of 
16,404,000 men 21 through 35 years 
old are intended merely to put them 
on record as being of draft age and 
to give them numbers for the na- 
tional draft lottery. 

For many, it may be months or 
perhaps years before they will be 
asked the detailed questions needed 
to classify them for service. 

After registering, 2 man of draft 
age will have the following duties 
and obligations: : 

He must always carry 4 certifi- 
cate showing that he has registered. 

He should watch for the serial 
number assigned to him, which will 
be posted at the office of his local 
draft board within a few days. 

He should watch, next, for the or- 
der number which he receives in 
the drawing of serial numbers to be 
held in Washington between a 


26 and Nov. 2 ¢that number 


determine how soon he will be 
called to service if not deferred). 

He should,see that he receives a 
copy of the questionnaire which 
will be used in determining his 
availability for service and*return 
it within five days (questionnaires 
will be mailed in the sequence of 
the order numbers). 

He should keep in touch with his 
local board to see that he does not 
miss any notices to report for ques- 
tioning or examination or for serv- 
ice with the army. 

He should notify the local board 
of any essential changes in his ad- 
dress, employment, dependents, citi- 
zenship, physical condition, etc., 
and request permission if he wishes 
to leave the country. 

He will be liable to a call for serv- 
ice at least up until the act expires 
May 15, 1945, regardless of his age. 

After serving a year in the army, 
he will become a member of the re- 
serves, subject to calls for active 
duty and retraining, for 10 years or 
until he is 45. Thus, some men reg- 
istering today may remain under

All men of the age of 21 through 
35 in St. Louis and St. Louis County 
were going to their precinct polling 
places today to register for the 
country’s first peacetime military 
draft. 
Canvass of a sample precinct in 
each of the 30 draft districts of the 
city showed that 2365 men had reg- 
istered in them up to 1 p. m. If the 
same volume held true throughout 
the city, enrollment at that hour to- 
taled more than 61,400. 
A similar canvass of seven sam- 
ple precincts scattered over St. Louis 
County at 3 p. m. showed an aver- 
age of 121 men had registered in 
each. Applied proportionately to 
the whole county, this indicated an 
enrollment of 25,100 
Advance estimates were that 114,- 
900 men would register in the city 
and 30,000 to 35,000 in the county. 
Morning reports showed the en- 
rollment process working smoothly, 
with virtually no hitches, Many 
men here found that the process 
of giving brief facts about them- 
selves could be carried out in less 
than 10 minutes, although draft of- 
ficials had counted on an average 
of 20 to 28 minutes. 

Rush Expected Tonight. 
Just as pointed out by advocates 
of conscription for national defense 
as a democratic process, the regis- 
tration found men of all walks of 
life rubbing shoulders, and the ear- 
ly turnout in the neighborhoods of 
the well-to-do was even heavier, in 
some instances, than in working- 
men’s areas, where it was expected 
the rush would come after the day’s 
toil. 
Rezistration places, which opened 
in the 991 voting precincts of the 
city and county and in 33 institu- 
tions at 7 o’clock this morning, will 
close at 9 o'clock tonight. How- 
ever, any men standing in line at 
the closing hour will be enrolled, no 
matter how long it takes. 
Youths who became 21 today 
must register, but those attaining 
the age of 36 by today or earlier 
were exempt. Those becoming 21 
hereafter will not have to enroll 
until a new registration is or- 
dered. 
In many places only brief waits 
in line were necessary in the morn- 
ing, but registrars feared conges- 
tion might occur in late afternoon 
and the evening.

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IPANESE GIVE

This Is View of One News- 
paper—Others Ignore Bar 
to Avoid Disturbing Pub- 


lic Opinion. 


TOKYO, Oct. 16 (AP). — The 
pewspaper Miyako said today 
' Japan’s answer to the United 
States embargo on scrap iron ex- 
ports is “a sneering laugh to the 
United States Government, which 
jg not only stimulating strong 
world powers and thereby increas- 
ing its own dangers, but driving 


the American people to participate 
jn war without eause.” 

Most of the Japanese press ig- 
nored the effective date of the em- 


pargo today, leading observers to 
believe this was an effort to avoid 
disturbing public opinion. 

Miyako, however, said a program 
to counteract the loss of American 
scrap iron was functioning, based 
on a plan to utilize domestic scrap 
and accelerate domestic iron pro- 
duction while increasing ore pur- 
chases in British India and Malaya. 

Britain's scheduled reopening of 
the Burma road to China tomor- 
row coincides with the Japanese 
harvest festival, a national holiday 
when all newspapers suspend pub- 
lication. There was considerable 
uneasiness over the possibility of 
Japanese action concerning the 
road which the papers thus would 
be unable to report.

HANOI, French Indo-China, Oct. 
16 (AP).—Maj. Gen. Raishiro Su-

ARMY TO DOUBLE 
PILOT TRAINING 10 
24500 YEARLY 


Change Decided on After 
Facilities Are Found to 
Be Sufficient for Added 
Number. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 16 (AP).— 
The War Department disclosed to- 
day that its pilot training program 
would be doubled next year, in| 
line with the general expansion of | 
the Air Corps, to provide schooling | 
for 24,900 “flying cadets.” | 

Officials said the program origi- 
nally contemplated | giving the’ 
seven-month cadet course to young 
men at ‘the rate of 12,500 annually. 
But it had peen found possible, 


they explained, to arrange suffi- 
cient facilities virtually to double 
that figure, beginning in January. 

Since many . cadets’ will be 
“washed out” 
by failures of one kind or another, | 
a large number must be given | 
training to develop enough pilots 
for the 15,000-plane force which the 
Air Corps is striving to attain. 

Since the program was inagu- 
rated last July, the cadets have 
been put into classes at the rate 
of about 1200 every five weeks. 
About 4800 are now in training. 
Beginning, in January, 2400 new 
men will be accepted every five 
weeks. 

Places in the flying cadet pro- 
gram are open to men between the 
ages.of 20 and 27, who can pass 
strict physical examinations and 
who have completed at least two 


years of college or can pass an ex- 
amination covering equivalent 
study. 

Cadets will receive about 20 


weeks @f instruction and schooling 
before they qualify for final ad- 
vanced training at Randolph and 
Kelly Fields in Texas and at 
March Field, Cal., and Barksdale 
Field, La.

McDaniel, a pleasing speaker, has 
a wide acquaintance throughout the 
State, having participated in every 
oy | Political campaign for nearly 30 
years, and in addition having deliv- 
lered hundreds of speeches before 
organizations in nearly every coun- 
ty. He,has a seemingly inexhaus- 
tible supply of funny stories, and 
has the knack of “getting close to 
an audience.” He is a good “hand- 
shaker,” and an ability to remem- 
ber names of thousands of persons 
has been of immense benefit to 
him as a campaigner. 

He was born on a farm near 
Savannah, in the extreme north- 
western part of the State, and has 
practiced law in St. Louis since 
1905. He has held the offices of 
Assistant Circuit Attorney and Cir- 
cuit Attorney. He was the Dem- 
ocratic nominee for Mayor in 1929, 
but was defeated in the election. 


Lost Judgeship Race. 


In 1936 he opposed Judge Ernest 
S. Gantt unsuccessfully for the 
nomination for Judge ofthe Su- 
_preme Court, having the support of 
the Shannon wing of the Pender- 
gast organization in Kansas City, 
and of about half the members of 
the Democratic City Committee in 
St. Louis. In addition, he was

F ican, of Webster Grovesf long 
active in politics and public af- 

fairs in the State, is a. candidate 

for office for the first time. He 
has practiced law in St. Louis since 

1908. 

He was nominated over three op- 
ponents in the August primary, 
having a plurality of 150,764 and a 
clear majority of 76,034. He be- 
came a candidate at the solicitation 
of Republican party leaders, and in 
the primary had the support of 
the Republican organization 
throughout the State, as well as 
that of independent Republican vot- 
ers. 

In his campaign for the nomi- 
nation and in the general election 
campaign Donnell has made no 
demagogic appeals for votes, con- 
fining himself to a discussion of 
the duties of the Governor and his 
conception of policies which would 
improve the public service. He has 
stressed the necessity for law en- 
forcement and has advocated legis- 
lation which would give the Gover- 
nor power to suspend derelict prose- 
cuting officials and to appoint spe- 
cial prosecutors in their places. 

He has pledged himself to sound 
economy with a view to reducing 
the cost of government without im-

He was a law 
partner of the late United States 
Senator Selden P. Spencer for many 
years. 

His public service includes activi- 
ties in Bar Association work and 
participation in many civic organi- 
zations.

How Versailles Helped Army. 


Why is this? It results from the 
Versailles treaty. That treaty lim- 
ited Germany after the World War 
to an army of 100,000. It was made 
up chiefly of those who had been 
commissioned officers in the old 
German army during the. World 
War. They were natural soldiers, 
they were professional soldiers who 
loved their trade so much _ that 
many were willing to enter this 
smaller army in the capacity of 
privates. As a consequence, a large 
number of the officers of the pres- 
ent German army have first been 
officers, then been privates, and 
then officers again. 

They know the problems of the 
enlisted men, not from thevry, not 
from a class at West Point, but 
through actual experience. They 
have been through the mill. 
Again and again I have been 
told by American officers 
that the German officer has 
the trust of his subordinates to a 
degree far beyond that of any other 
army. And there is a degree Of 
soldierly democracy in the German 
army almost unknown in any other 
army save perhaps the Russian. A 
German general will return the 
salute of a private, or even of a 
12-year-old boy in the Hitler Youth, 
more meticulously, more conscien- 
tiously than it is given. 


French Army Not Used. 


Are there those who still believe 
that a desperately fighting French 
army mowed down thousands of fa- 
natic Germans who advanced isto 
deadly machine gun fire shouting 
“Heil Hitler?” Well, all I know 
is that the Germans say officially 
that in their campaign in the West 
they lost 10,255 killed, 42,532 wound- 
ed and 8436 missing and that Amer- 
ican military attaches who were 
there say they believe the figures.

Germans Seize Jewish and Masonic 
Libraries, Raid French Book Stores

accompanied by French police- 
men visiting!French libraries, book 
stores and newsstands and confis- 
cating whole lists of volumes; rough 
treatment of the French Catholic 
hierarchy—these are phases of the 
situation in occupied France, now 


from Geneva, Switzerland. 

Abetted by certain Frenchmen, 
the Nazis a short while ago set up 
what is called a “kulturdirektion” 
in Paris for the purpose of the 
Nazification (gleichschaltung) 
French spiritual life. Three dele- 
gates of the new German spirit, 
Dr. Kruess, director of the Berlin 
State Library; Herr Becker, an- 
other German librarian, and Herr 
Fuchs, another well-known figure 
in the former meetings of the In- 
ternational Library Committee, 
came to Paris and_ established 
themselves in the Hotel Louvois, 
just opposite the French National 
Library. Herr Kruess’ task, as he 
explained it, was to “prepare the 
transfer of literary, artistic and 
cultural treasures from the van- 
quished country to the victorious 
‘country” under the coming peace 
treaty. Of Herr Becker little was 
‘known to my informants. But Herr 
Fuchs immediately undertook a 
vast and surprising task: Pillaging 
(or purifying, he would prefer to 
call it) the French libraries, book 
stores and newsstands. 


Jewish Library Seized. 


The splendid library of the Jew- 
ish Alliance (Alliance Isrealite) was 
quickly seized and sent to Germany. 
The Gestapo raided all the Masonic 
libraries in France and sent the 
entire haul to Germany “for pur- 
poses of study.” Volumes were 
taken from the library of the court 
of appeals, the Cour de Cassation. 

Gestapo agents visited the Séien- 
tific Institution for Economic and 
Social Research, founded in Paris 
by a grant from the Rockefeller 
Foundation. It is not known that 
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they confiscated any material, but 
‘they inquired closely into the racial 
antecedents and family trees of the 
assistant director, Henri Lemaitre, 
and a scientific editor, Le Crozet. 
Where Herr Fuchs reaily got into 
his stride was in his purging of the 
French bookstores and newsstands.

UNDER THE GREEN BAY TREE. 
I have seen the wicked in great power, 
And spreading himself like a green bay tree. 

Night after night of bombing has made life in 
Londoma thing of horror to be described adequately 
only by a latter-day Poe. We know, from the cables 
and the photographs, of ruined houses and shops, 
of flaming gas mains and broken water lines. We 
know of the thronging into chill shelters and drafty 
subways. 

And it takes but little imagination to realize on 
what terms the English live. Thousands in Lon- 
don are without homes. The regularity of the food 
supply has been seriously interrupted. There is 
grave danger of drinking contaminated water. Un- 
der the Home Secretary, Mr. Morrison, a score of 
relief agencies are working manfully to cope with 
this situation. Bvt it is desperate work, and more 
Germans come over every night. 

This, one concludes, is England’s hour of trial 
and, therefore, Germany’s hour of triumph. On 
some not too distant tomorrow, one hopes, the cards 
will be changed. But today banners must be proudly 
flapping and hearts must be high in Hitler’s Reich 
as its pro-consuls sit in Paris, its sentries pace the 
high Pyrenees and the Black Sea beaches, and its 
flyers rain ruin on London. .As country after coun- 
try is brought into the Axis orbit, these seem to 
be the unimaginable days in which the Nazis are 
on the verge of making good the boast of their 
marching song: “Ours tomorrow all the world.” 

But instead of the elation of victory, the people 
of Germany know only dejection, despondency and 
despair. There are no cheers for marching troops. 
For a proper celebration of the fall of Paris, it was 
necessary to line the curbs with the hypnotized Hit- 
ler Youth—children who, in a land of substitutes, 
supplied an indoctrinated ecstasy as a substitute 
for exultation. 

Such is the victorious Germany that Richard O. 
Boyer, a former Post-Dispatch reporter, describes 
after a hundred days in Hitler’s Reich. The Ger- 
man people expect no quick victory, he reports; 
they expect no victory at all. They remember that 
they cheered in 1914, and that 1914 was followed 
by 1918. They remember defeat and revolution, 
blockade and hunger, street-fighting and inflation, 
bankruptcy and regimentation. These have become 
for them the inevitable fruits of war. They came 
to them after the first war of their lives, and 
they expect them to follow this one, too. 

For all a reporter’s reputation, this seems un- 
believable. But one remembers that it was this 
way two years ago. One stood with a few thousand 
German civilians in the great Railway Station 
‘Square of ‘Munich and heard Hitler’s frenzied Sports- 
palast diatribe against Benes and the Czechs. One 
heard the organized cheering of his bully Boys as 
it came over the radio from Berlin. But there was 
no cheering in Munich. An old man shook his 
head. A woman wiped away tears. Only the young- 
est in the crowd went on to the Thereserwiese and 
the Oktoberfest. The festooned drinking halls on 
the meadow were half empty and the service was 
good. One got beer as quickly as one wanted it, 
but one did not want much. 

Here was obvious proof that the Germans were 
living for the fourth year under a rigid war econ- 
omy. They were called on to give all of their 
strength, and all of it went into tanks and planes 
and guns for which they had no enthusiasm. Mr. 
Boyer found them in the sixth year of this ordeal. 

But just as there were young men two years ago 
who went on to celebrate after the Hitler speech, 
so there are those in Berlin today who go to the 
Golden Horseshoe and the other cabarets and night 
clubs. Now as then, most of them are in uniform 
—enthusiastic young aviators, proud of their little 
black and silver daggers; SS men in patent-leather 
black; party members in brown. Now as then, the 
weariness of the people had not spread to the 
party and to the army. 

This was the important fact that was overlooked 
or under-estimated in the late summer of 1939 and 
again in the spring of 1940. It would hardly be 
necessary to fight, said the English and the French 
through all of the “phony war.” It was necessary 
only to wait long enough and the German people 
would rise against Hitler; then the bravg new day 
would dawn. | 

There begins to be talk now that Hitler has 
missed his opportunity to invade England; that with 
the realization that this cannot be a short war, his 
weary people, this time, will strain against the yoke 
until it breaks. But, with bombs falling on Lon- 
don, Churchill will not make the mistake of Cham- 
berlain. ' 
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WHAT SUPPRESSION DOES. 

On his arrival in St. Louis yesterday, Norman 
Thomas, Socialist candidate for President, said that 
the American Legion ban on his scheduled address 
in a theater in Carbondale only made the larger the 
crowd which greeted him in the auditorium of South- 
ern Illinois State Normal University, also in Car- 
bondale. Moreover, it added to Mr. Thomas’ audi- 
ence a number of official personages who otherwise 
would not have heard him, including the Chief of 
Police, who attended to see that no harm came to 
the visitor.

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AN OLD-TIMER, THE OYSTER. 

The oyster has been around a long time, if Dr. 
Logan Clendening is correctly informed. The oyster 
was an oyster, and content to be an oyster, as Lang- 
don Smith so aptly put it, “when you were a tadpole 
and I was a fish in a Paleozoic time.” If ambition 
ever knocked at his door, the only answer was “Not 
at home.” And from Pithecanthropus down through 
the eons to 1940's cafe society, the oyster has been 
as well known on the other side of the railroad 
tracks as at Aspasia’s teas, or the week ends of 
Horace’s Sabine farm. 

The epitome of the simple life, the oyster, turned 
loose after a brief infancy, finds himself a home- 
stead, and there and then his voluntary wanderings 
are ended. Though winds blow and rains fall and 
beat upon his villa, there he stays until predatory 
mn comes along. After that, it’s anybody’s guess. 
The famished traveler who really discovered the 
oyster’s possibilities has never been identified. All 
we know of him is what Jonathan Swift so truly ob- 
served: “He was a bold man that first eat an 
oyster.” But as he gulped it down, mostly water, 
but with quotas of protein, fat, carbohydrates and 


salts, he smacked his lips, muttered, “A tasty mor- 


sel,” hied him down to‘that reedy tarn and drove 
his flaked flint to the mammoth’s heart.

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TEACHERS’ RETIREMENT IN ST. LOUIS. 

It. is not surprising that a teachers’ retirement 
system for the St. Louis public schools is again being 
seriously discussed; the surprising thing is that it 
was not adopted years ago. 

St. Louis is the largest city. in the country with- 
out such a system. There are only five states that 
lack teacher retirement plans, and Missouri ig one 
of them. Assuredly it is high time, for the welfare 
of teachers, schools and students alike, that a plan 
of this kind be put in effect here. 

Under a retirement system, superannuated teach- 
ers need no longer remain in harness, but can enjoy 
their declining years in leisure. They would give 
way to younger teachers, thus creating employment, 
Schools and students alike would benefit by the 
increased efficiency resulting from retirement of 
teachers after their most effective days are past. 
Since younger teachers enter the system at mini- 
mum salaries, while older ones receive the maxi- 
mum, many cities have found that a retirement 
system actually pays for itself. In the St. Louis 
schools, beginners get $1200 a year, while the maxi- 
mum is $4000 in high schools and $2700 in the ele- 
mentary schools. 

Before such a plan could be adopted in Missouri, 
a constitutional barrier had to be removed, and this 
was done by the voters four years ago. In St. Louis, 
the vote was 186,050 to 132,110 for the amendment, 
so the plan already has the overwhelming approval 
of the people. 

Since teachers are not eligible for social security 
benefits, a retirement system for them is a logical 
development. The plan now proposed is worthy of 
support since it does not call on the State for con- 
tributions. The schools already get one-third of all 
State revenues, so it would: obviously be out of or- 
der to ask for more. Instead, the present plan calls 
for equal contributions by the teachers and the 
board, their employer, after the manhfer of social 
security. 

As Superintendent Anderson points out, a teacher 
disturbed by fear of the future is a poor teacher, 
When the teachers and the board agree upon a mu- 
tually satisfactory plan, the Legislature should have 
no reason for delaying its approval.

1. The necessity for a strong defense, a 
strengthening of our army and navy and air 
force. Our people are practically unanimous 
on this—the only differences are on detail. 

2. The belief that no foreign nation must 
obtain possession of any part of the two 
Americas.

When we get beyond the third point, opin- 


tration, probably the majority of our editors 
and columnists, a very influential body of 
public opinion as represented by the Com- 
mittee to Defend America by Aiding Britain 
is in favor of our Government turning over 
some of our flying fortresses, more destroy- 
ers, more planes and merchant ships. Others, 
even more extreme, favor an outright alli- 
ance with Great Britatn and a declaration

The fundamental arguments for this point 
of view may be reduced to three reasons: 

1. The totalitarian state with its ideol- 
ogy, with its record of persecution, is re- 
pugnant to our ideals and should be de- 
stroyed, even if we have to enter a war to 
accomplish this result. 

2. Our own protection depends on Britain 
as our first line of defense. We must give 
England all the aid we can, even at the 
risk of entering the war. 

3. If Britain is defeated, it will be impos- 
sible for a free competitive, unorganized and 
unmanaged industrial system to compete 
with a totalitarian system. 

As to the first’ reason, you cannot destroy 
an ideology by waging war on it. The con- 
ditions created in Europe by the Versailles 
Treaty were largely responsible for the rise 
of Hitler and the Nazi philosophy. The his- 
tory of Europe for the last 100 years is a 
story of cruelties, persecutions, injustices. 

A nation cannot be a knight-errant. It 
must be realistic. Great Britain, during her 
entire history, has been coldly realistic, and 
her success in building up her empire has 
been due to her realism. 

I think any competent military or naval 
expert, certainly the vast majority, will tell 
you that there is absolutely no danger of an 
invasion of the United States, even if Ger- 
many is completely victorious, and I doubt 
whether she Will be. The &mount of ship- 
ping required for the transportation of even 
250,000 men of a modern mechanized army 
with their ammunition and supplies over 
3000 miles of ocean is colossal, and it is to 
be presumed that our own navy and air force 
will not he idle. 

If it is impracticable, or at least exceed- 
ingly difficult, for an army to cross 25 miles 
of Channel, what valid grounds are there 
for supposing that a large army can cross 
3000 miles of ocean to invade a continent? 

On every count, it seems inconceivable to 
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Aiding Bntain beyond limits of Neutrality Act means entering 
war and sending millions of smen abroad, says Chicago business 
man; finds issue is not honestly presented to people; calls on them 
to get full facts and count huge cost before making grave decision.

Americans like myself feel that our true 


mission is in North America and South 
America. We stand today in an unrivaled 
position. With our resources and organiz- 


ing ability, we can develop, with our Ca- 
nadian friends, an only partially developed 
continent like North America and a virgin 
continent like South America. 

Instead of what seems to be a sane ob- 
jective we are on the verge of throwing our 
treasure and our blood into a European war, 
with consequences that no one can foretell. 

I resent the way the issue is being present- 
ed to the American people. We are being 
edged into the war without the masses’ 
knowledge. We have the anomalous situa- 
tion of polls showing a majority of the peo- 
ple favoring a course that is bound to get 
us into the war, while the same polls show 
83 per cent of the same people oppose actual 
entry into the war. That shows the minds 
of the people are confused. 

The American people should think this 
matter through. The course we are pursu- 
ing is bound to Involve us in the war. You 
cannot play with fire and not get burned. 
You cannot have your Government, not pri- 
vate manufacturers, transfer its equipment 
to foreign Powers, you cannot have your 
Government in an unofficial alliance with a 
foreign Power, you cannot be a meddler in 
Indo-China, berate Italy and Germarty, with- 
out eventually involving the nation in war, 
and, if war comes, I venture to predict that 
we will repeat the history of the last war. 

When the declaration of war was made in 
1917, it was originally intended to send only 
the navy to the assistance of the Allies. We 
finally put under arms 4,000,000 men, sent 
2,000,000 men to France, spent 20 billion dol- 
lars and had 150,000 casualties. I need not 
refer to our treatment by our former allies 
after the armistice. They took the loot; we 
did not even get thanks.

DUKE UNIVERSITY PRESIDENT 


Suffered Heart Attack Week Ago; 
Educator, 72, Was Active Meth- 
odist Lay Leader. 
DURHAM, N. C., Oct. 16 (AP).— 
Dr. William Preston Few, president 
of Duke University, died at Duke 
Hospital today after a heart at- 
tack a week ago. He was 72 years 

old. 

Dr. Few succeeded the late John 
C. Kilgo as president of Trinity 
College Nov. 10, 1910, before the 
Duke family endowed the Metho- 
dist institution, making it the 
Southeast’s largest privately en- 
dowed university. He was a native 
of Greer, S. C., and went to Trinity 
in 1896 as professor of English and 
was promoted to dean in 1902. 

Dr. Few was an active lay leader 
in the Methodist church in the 
South and held several high church 
offices.

PARENTS URGED TO HELP 
FIGHT AGAINST DIPHTHERIA 


Dr. A. A. Denk of City Health De- 
partment Tells of Drop in 
Mortality. 

Co-operation of parents in connec- 
tion with the sixth annual cam- 
paign against diphtheria, now in 
progress, was urged by Dr. A. A 
Denk of the City Health Division 
in a radio address yesterday. 

Citing the success of the five- 
year campaign here against diph- 
theria, in which the number of cases 
dropped from 925 in 1934 to 105 in 
1939 and deaths from 32 to seven. 
Dr. Denk emphasized that  con- 
tinued and complete co-operation 
are necessary. 

“If you parents whose children 
have not as yet been given diph- 
theria protection will keep in mind 
that diphtheria is a dangerous 
childhood disease and can be pre- 
vented with toxoid, and that the 
protection given by toxoid can be 
checked with a Schick test, it won’t 
be long until diphtheria is com- 
pletely wiped out in St. Louis,” the 
speaker said. He referred needy 
persons to one of the four diph- 
theria immunization’ clinics, in 
Room 28, Municipal Courts Build- 
ing and at 1500 Cass avenue, 901 
Lami street and 5431 Easton ave- 
nue.

We now find ourselves in a de- 
fenseless condition and subjected 
to unnecessary and prolonged de- 
lays. Why? Because the adminis- 
tration is incompetent to get things 
done. 

A wise administration in the first 
place would have listened with re- 
spect to the men in the depart- 
ments and whose profession was 
that of arms. It would have dele- 
gated authority to others and held 
them responsible for the result. 

But even today the National De- 
fense Advisory Commission has 
neither authority nor a chairman.

and the Indian Ocean, that there is 
now some prospect of a long war 
while the prospect of a quick Ger- 
man victory is diminishing, and that 
in a long war Germany is very 
Hikely to lose. These considerations 
might urge Russia to grab all it 
can with German support while the 
grabbing is good, and to hope that 
if Germany goes down it will be 
able to hang on to its own:spoils. 

But against this it must weigh the 
fact that in so doing it will make 
an enemy of Turkey and Turkey’s 
Moslem associates, Iraq, Iran and 
Afghanistan: and that a victorious 
Britain will never permit Russia to 
remain on the Indian Ocean. Hence 
in this is the eventual prospect of 
a long and bitter war fought under 
considerable disadvantage and with 
no certainty as to the outcome. 
There can be few illusions remain- 
ing in the minds of the Russian 
general staff as to the ability of the 
Red Army to undertake distant of- 
fensive operations, “and Russia 
lacks naval power. 

If Russia now decides to oppose 
Germany's advance into the Bal- 
kans, it might be able to find im- 
mediate allies in Yugoslavia, Greece 
and Turkey. Yugoslavia is, how- 
ever, in a very bad strategic posi- 
tion, unless Russia can hold Bul- 
jigaria in line—and that seems more 
than doubtful at the moment. 
Greece is likewise exposed to at- 
tack from Italian-held Albania, and 
is difficult for Russia to reinforce. 
More than this, Russia’s own long 
frontier from the Arctic to the 
Black Sea is open to the irruption 
of the German  armies—armies 
flushed with victory, and _ so 
equipped, commanded and trained 
as to give the Russians little hope 
of opposing them. It may, there- 
fore, be assumed that active opposi- 
ition to Germany in the Balkans will 
not commend itself to Kremlin 
realists. 


Possible Middle Course. 


| Between complete acquiescence 
‘and active opposition, there remains 
a middle course. Russia’s leaders 
‘no doubt understand that this is 
‘hardly the moment, from the Ger- 
'man point of view, for Germany to 
‘become embroiled with Russia. 
‘However certain the Germans 
might be of victory, they would 
‘have to use up valuable time and 
‘valuable material in achieving it. 
|'While they were beating the Rus- 
sians, the Royal Air Force would 
‘be hammering away at their indus- 
tries and communications; and 
‘Italy, in the Mediterranean, would 
be suffering more and more the 
strictures of blockade which are al- 
‘ready causing its leaders to call so 
peremptorily for German aid. Ger- 
many might very well beat the Rus- 
sians and lose the war in the proc- 
ess. 

Hence, while Stalin know that 
'Hitler, smarting under his defeat in 
the air by Britain, could hardly ig- 
nore an open challenge from Mos- 
‘cow, Stalin may also feel reason-| 
ably certain that Hitler will not! 
take on-a new and formidable foe 
unless he has to. Hence Stalin may 
well decide that while he will not 
fight to stop the new Drang Nach 
'Osten, he will not (for a possibly 
illusory benefit in territory not in 
German hands to give) do anything 
‘to prevent Turkey from resisting; 
he may even encourage and aid 
Turkey to do so, in ways well un- 
derstood by the semi-Oriental diplo- 
macy of the Soveits. He may even 
go farther and egg on the Yugo- 
'slavs and the Greeks to a resistance 
which, while promising little, would 
certainly delay and harass the Axis 
operations in the Balkans.

I say this 
frankly because I think we ought 
to appreciate the seriousness of the 
situation as far as the tools ‘are 
concerned.”

Addressing former business col- 
leagues after a forum on defense 
arranged by General Motors, Knud- 
sen, the veteran of many a produc- 


tion battle on the industrial front, 


pleaded for support and drew ap- 
plause when he added:

COMMONS URGED 
TO INQUIRE INTO 
WELLS’ REMARKS 


LONDON, Oct. 16 (AP). — Earl 
Winterton, Conservative, urged the 
House of Commons today to inves- 
tigate protests originating in the 
United States against statements 
made by H. G. Wells, British nov- 
elist, in New York. The state- 
ments, the Earl declared, had been 
described as harmful to the British 
cause. 

He asked whether writers like 
Wells are required to promise not 
to make “statements inimical to the 
national war effort” before they 
are given exit permits. 

Osbert Peake, Undersecretary for 
Home Affairs, replied that appli- 
cants for permits are required to 
promise to return home if told to do 
so by the British Ambassador. The 
regulation, however, was adopted 
after Wells was given his exit 
permit. 

When Wells arrived in New York 
Oct. 3 for a nationwide lecture 
tour, he criticised the policies of 
Lord Halifax, Foreign Secretary. 

“We are afraid of our appeasers,” 
Wells declared. “I think Halifax 
is the quintessence of what every 
patriotic Englishman should be 
afraid of. I disavow everything 
he does and I think he should leave 
the Cabinet immediately.” 

Wells blamed Halifax for the 
English failure to win Soviet Rus- 
sia to its side. 

He explained it had been neces- 
sary for him to get Halifax’s per- 
mission to leave England and re- 
marked that only a democracy 
would allow a citizen to criticise 
a Government official so openly. 

Other remarks by him concerned 
his disapproval of United States 
participation in the war. 

“If you came in the war, your 
party politics would interfere with 
the final settlement,” he said. 

He also declared “Jerry is get- 
ting near the end of his tether” 
and that it was “absolutely neces- 
sary” for Russia to participate in 
“any settlement of the war.”

The doctor may find there is 
some bronchitis, but this does not 
mean disbarment from service. 
Bronchitis is simply an inflamma- 
tion of the tubes leading to the 
lungs. Anyone suffering from bron- 
chitis is not inducted into the army 
until he has recovered. 

A persons who has tuberculosis 
will not be barred from service, be- 
cause tuberculosis may be healed or 
completely stopped, in which situa- 
tion the man will be able to carry 
on ordinary work. If, however, he 
has chronic bronchitis or chronic 
asthma which may permit him to 
work in civil life but which would 
prevent him from working with the 
army in the field, he can probably 
be accepted for limited = service. 
Completely disqualifying would be 
active tuberculosis of the lungs; 
pleurisy, which causes fluid to be 
developed in the chest; infection 
within the walls of the chest; and 
chronic bronchitis and chronic asth- 
ma so severe that work would be 
impossible. Persons with abscesses 
or tumors of the lungs would also 
be found outside the scope of mili- 
tary service. 

The question of tubercluosis is 
one of the most serious concerns 
of the examining physician. For 
that reason an X-ray picture will 
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be taken of the chest of every man 
who comes into the army. Some 
men will be so anxious to serve 
their country they will try to con- 
ceal the symptoms which they know 
or suspect to exist. Some may claim 
that they have symptoms of tuber- 
culosis with a view to securing dis- 
charge. There are some who, know- 
ing they have tuberculosis, may try 
to enlist because they know the 
Government takes care of its sol- 
diers in excellent sanatoriums when 
they have tuberculosis. 

What his been said of the lungs 
applies equally and perhaps even 
more to the heart, the blood vessels 
and the circulation. This examina- 
tion includes the location of the 
heart in the chest and the deter- 
mination of the beat of the heart at 
its apex. The doctor will listen to 
the heart sounds at the apex and 
at various other portions of the 
chest. He will carefully study the 
neck and the upper part of the 
chest for any signs of disturbances 
of the large blood vessels. He will 
count the pulse at the wrist, observe 
the rhythm of the heart and deteri- 
mine whether or not the blood ves- 
sel walls have been subjected to 
force. 

If there is a pulse rate of over 
100 which persists, or a pulse rate 
of 50 or under, which is proved to 
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be the natural pulse rate or due to 
some external cause, the candidate 
will be considered disqualified, or 
at least one who must have addi- 
tional study. 

In all cases when the heart beat 
is exceedingly rapid, when there are 
signs of breathlessness, blueness of 
the skin, or swelling of the legs, 
when there are signs of high blood 
pressure or inflammation of the 
blood vessels, or the presence of di- 
lated veins, the person will not be 
considered qualified for military 
service. 

Obviously, the examining doctor 
must accept for service men who 
can undergo severe bodily exertion 
without disturbance and who do not 
have any real disease of the heart 
or blood vessels, but must exclude 
everyone who has any disease of the 
heart or blood vessels which would 
impair his ability to undergo severe 
exertion. 

This type of examination is one 
of the most difficult that will be 
required of the physical exam- 
iners. Every candidate for military 
service who knows of any addition- 
al factors about his health that will 
aid the examiner should not hesitate 
to make these facts apparent.
